A pair of trappers had divided 
a mile stretch of the creek and 
were busy installing roadblocks to 
em barras- the valley 
muskrats. I 
trailed along while one of these

drove th e trap stakes straight dow n 
into the muck bottom of the ru n­ 
way 
Each trap carried a metal tag 
with the ow ner’s name and ad­ 
dress. but there is a heavy loss 
through petty thievery T h ere must 
be a whole company of trappers 
working this creek. Their sets sur­ 
rounded every likely area. 1 won­ 
d er how any muskrat who shows 
his face during the trapping season 
can escape the sudden vicious snap 
of those steel jaws. 
During January 1 keep an eye 
out for the prairie horned larks, 
who usually send a sizeable dele­ 
gation to a flat stretch of upland 
on a neighboring farm. Leaving 
the trappers in the creek bottom 
1 drove up to the high country in 
search of these visitors. 
Hom ed Larks 
Sure enough, the flock of brown­ 
ish birds actively feeding along the 
ground were my old friends the 
horned 
larks. 
They 
were 
quite 
tame, 
running 
about 
over 
the 
ground 
and 
rarely 
flying 
more 
than a few 
!eet when duturbed. 
Once

seared 
the whole flock 
aloft. They swooped around in a 
w ide circle, low above the ground,

The horned lark is a walker. He 
d o n ’t hop around like the spar­ 


rows, In a half-inch of light snow 
his running gait makes him look 
like 
tie's skidding around 
on a 
tiny toboggan 
The curious feath­ 
ered tufts or "horns 
give this 
bird its name 
The larks are a 
cheery attraction in 
the Winter 
C o u n t r y s i cJ e and well worth 
acquaintance 
As 1 drove along the roadva., 
through the unseasonable January 
drizzle 1 passed tilt pitiful remains 
of two cottontails who had started 
the new year by perishing beneath 
the wheels of passing cars. Hungry 
crows w» re scavenging about these 
Cart asset- just as in 1949 The big 
black tallows took off when I ap­ 
proached. made a wide circle ov»‘r- 
head. and in the rear-view mirror 
1 could see them heading back to 
continue their feast.

ONG time annual argument over mink and muskrat trapping is on 
in full swing between sportsmen and the fur interests 
The ma- j 
jority of fur buyers agree with the game commission that it unwise 
to trap muskrats aiong with the early mink season. 
The sportsmen admit the rat pelts are not at their best the same : 
time as mink season has been opened in recent years, but are standing 
pat on urging the commission to run the seasons concurrently. 
Amateur trappers experience difficulty in catching musk rats in 
their mink sets before the rat season opens. 
It is felt that this is apt 
to tempt youngsters into hiding pelts until the season opens. 
Catch­ 
ing rats by mistake before the season opens is not a violation provid­ 
ing the rats are turned over to game commission officers immediately. 
F.xpert trappers rarely 
catch muskrat« in mink sets but the 
sportsmen are not concerned with experts. 
In passing a recent reso­ 
lution a'king for the seasons to run concurrently, the Northwest Di­ 
vision of the Pennsylvania Federation of Sportsmen’s Clubs had upper­ 
most in mind, its general youth program, writes Seth Myers of North­ 
west Division of the State Federation of Sportsmen. 
In modem trapping it appears the professional trapper and mone­ 
tary value of furs rate second and third in comparison to the outdoor 
! recreation value of the sfxirt for youngsters. 
The sportsmen believe 
| the era is gone w’hen furbearers were classed as big business similar to 
the old time market hunters of game. 


The commission is completely supported by the organized sports­ 
men in pointing out how the annual take or crop of rats must be 
limited to insure an adequate breeding stock for the future. 
Fur dealers contend that musk rat pelts are not prime before late 
winter, thus creating an unsound economy in the fur business, if 
dumped on the market too early. 
The sportsmen are agreed on this ‘ 
also, and willing to wait until the fur is at its best. 
The sportsmen are in agreement with the commission and fur ; 
buyers that mink pelts are prime in November, but contend the condi-j 
i tion of the fur will last long into the winter as nature intended 
With 
this in mind, they ask that mink season be held off until muskrats are 
prime and then bring the trapping seasons in together 
The organized sportsmen are more concerned with youth welfare 
than with professional fur business for a few grownups. 
They believe! 
that encouraging youth to become law abiding citizens is of first im -, 
i portante and a big business. Much bigger than the fur business,
